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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . According to the Amendment, filed 06 July 2009, the status of the claims is as 
follows: 

Claims 10 and 19 are currently amended; 

Claims 12, 13, 16-18, 20-22, 25, and 26 are previously presented; 

Claims 27 and 28 are new; and 

Claims 1-9, 11, 14, 15, 23, and 24 are cancelled. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, pp. 7-1 1 , filed 06 July 2009, with respect to 
the rejection of claims 10, 12, 15, 18-21, and 24 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Reiten, U.S. Patent No. 5,191 ,893 A ("Reiten"), in view of Coyle et al, 
U.S. Patent No. 7,267,652 B2 ("Coyle"), have been fully considered, and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 10, 12, 15, 18-21, and 24 has been withdrawn. 

3. The rejection of claims 13, 14, 22, and 23 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Reiten in view Coyle, as applied to claims 10 and 19, and further in 
view of Wright, U.S. Patent No. 4,559,953 A ("Wright"), and the rejection of claims 1 6, 
17, 25, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Coyle in 
view of Reiten, as applied to claims 10 and 19, and further in view of Sackner et al, U.S. 
Patent No. 5,159,935 A ("Sackner"), are moot because the rejected claims have either

been cancelled or depends from claim 10 or claim 19, and thus, incorporate the 
limitations thereof.
